The enforcement of the Peace Treaty is of 
primary importance. Thus can France be 
convinced that Great Britain continues 
to be her friend and that the Entente 
cordiale is the corner-stone oí British 
foreign policy. France, however, like 
‘Great Britain, Italy, or even America (tell 
it not in Gath!), is liable to error. No 
nation is perfect, and there are times 
when, between friends, honest mutual 
criticism can do a world of good. Great 
Britain at present should assure France 
that the Peace Treaty will be enforced. 
At the same time, however, she should 
not encourage French statesmen to follow 
the example of the elder Cato. who, at 
the end of every speech which he made in 
the Roman Senate, used to grow! out that 
Carthage must be destroyed. The soli- 
darity of Europe seems likely to deter- 
mine the course of international politics 
during the present century, and, indeed, 
during future centuries as well. Our 
Continent is fast becoming a unit, 
economically and , politically, and the 
various races which inhabit it must make 
up their minds to live at peace with one 
another. Otherwise Europe will collapse. 
When people are marooned on a desert 
island they are fools if they fight; and, 
te all. intents and purposes, the people of 
Europe are in that position to-day. ‘The 
French do nei like the Germans. They 
have good reason for their dislike ; so have 
we. Nevertheles:, the issues at stake now 
“tranecend netronalities—they transcend 
even the war. A continent—perhaps, a 
civilisation and a workl—is ‘ighting 
against primal forces for -iis very 
existence. The present is no time for 
prejudice or punctilio. Europe must be 
saved, and Great Britain, France, and 
Italy, in combination with all the other 
Kuropean nations, must be her saviours. 


The Coal Shortage. 


Two months ago, in response to urgent 
appeals by the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce and other public bodies, the Coal 
Controller promised to allocate a greater 
proportion of the output from the Welsh 
mines to meet the needs of Irish hearths 
and industries. When the news was pub- 
lished the public heaved a sigh of relief.

CONSTABLE FOLEY’S EVIDENCE. 


Constable John Foley, R.1I.C., stated that on 
the 2nd September last he wag stationed at 
Lorrha, County Tipperary.

MR. JOHN E. FOTTRELL. 

The announcement of the death at St. James's 
terrace, Clonskeagh, of Mr.:Jéhn FE. Fottre” 
who for many years was closély agsociated with 
the commercial life of Dublin, will Pe read with 
much regret by his numerous friends ,and 
acquaintances. He contracted a chill a few 
weeks ago, following whith complications 
developed and terminated fatally yesterday 
morning: Mr. Fottrell was for a considerable 
period sécretaty and manager of Messrs. John 
Power and Sons, the weil-known distillers, and 
was conneeted with several other companies, in- 
cluding the Dublin Consumers’ Gas Company, 
of Which he was a director. He was a shrewd 
man of business, courteous in his dealings with 
men, and always displayed an imterest in the 
welfare of the employés of the different con- 
cerns with which he was associated. 


CAPTAIN MERVYN PALLES PRATT. 

Captain M. P. Pratt, 12iet Pioneers, Indian 
Army, whose death has been announced on the 
Indian frontier, was the only gon of the late 
Dr. Dallas Pratt, of Dublin. Educated at St. 
Stephen’s Green School and - Tonbridge, hé 
entered Trinity College, Dublin, in 191 . He 
immediately joined the Officers’ Training Corps, 
and entered into its activities with such en- 
thufiaem that he reachéd non-commissioned rank 
in a very short period. The outbreak of war 
found him a university army candidate and & 
senior N.C.O. it the O.T.C. He Was nominated 
for the Indian Army and received a commission 
forthwith. He, however, was dnxious to see 
ective service at once, and joined the 5th Bat- 
talion, Royal Irish Regiment, under Lord 
Granard. He was present at the Suvia Bay 
landing, August 6th-7ith, 1915, and in the sub- 
sequent operations on the Gallipeh Peninsula 
till the following Oetober, when he was ordered 
to Indie. On reaching India he was placed in 
charge of an isolated fort on the frontier, which

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—The letter of the Rev. J. G. Digges in 
your issue of to-day, together with the notice 
over his fame summoning a meeting to be held 
in Dublin in Synod week in connection with the 
Clerical Defence Union, is evidence of the n 
of reform within the Church of Ireland. Mr. 
Digges voices an admitted need, and his words 
will be read with real sympathy by very many 
clergy and leity of the Church of Ireland. 
As it has fallen to my lot recently to co- 
rate with many others in connettion with 
urch reform, I gladly take the opportunity, 
which your publication of the letter of Mr. 
Digges gives, of acquainting “our rea‘tets with 
two other movements which have gone of side 
by side with the formation and spreed of the 
Clerical Defence Union, In October last a 
Committee was appointed by the Representative 
Church Body to “consider in what directions 
retrenchment and reform are possible in the 
Church of Ireland,” and that Committee has 
reported, only yesterday, to the Representative 
Church Body im accordance with the terms of 
its appointment. When its report and its very 
weighty recommendationa to the General Synod 
aré made public, it will be seen how earnest is 
the determina of the Representative Church 
Body to do all that is possible for it to do in 
the direction of reform. I can testify, from my 
own éxperience in appearing before the Com- 
mittee of Enquiry, and from hearing the ex- 
perience of others who appeared before it, to 
the sympathetic and kindly hearing with which 
our reform proposals were received, criticised, 


and ¢rose-exemined. Some of the best friends of 
Church reform in the Charch of Ireland were 
metnhers of that Committee of Enquiry. There 
is unity of spirit throughout the Church of 
Ireland on the subject of retrenchment and 
reform. 


i The other movement towards Church reform 


cannot be ¢alled “ official,’’ but it is not the 
less significant. I might describe it as spon- 
taneous. It became apparent to many of the 
clergy and laity that an “ official’’ movement 
towards bringing about any far-reaching change 
in the Church of Ireland must have organised 
support, and consequently, as the result, of 
frequent discussions and conferences, the junior 
clergy and interested laymen in the Dioceses of 
Down and Connor and Dromore and in the Dio- 
cese Of Dublin have brought into existence the 
Church Reform League, with the object of co 
ordinating our efforts to support Church reform. 


IT am hopeful that the Church Reform League 
will still further co-ordinate “ unofficial ”’ efforts 
towards reform, and will, with the Olerical 
Defence Union, support ¢ffectively those who 
ate working in the Representative Chureh Body 
to bring about a better state of things in tho
